Judge Overrules

Pittsburgh, March 30.—The act 
of legislation passed May 10, 1921,

USED CAR PROBLEM 


Editor Automotive Daily News:— 

We have been a subscriber to 
your paper ever since it was first 
announced and have enjoyed read- 
ing every issue. 

Your article, “When Is a Car 
Worn Out?” prompted me to at- 
tempt to write you. 

For a long time, as a dealer, I 
figured that the only solution for 
the sale of automobiles was a 
larger discount to the dealer to 
enable him to handle the used car 
problem. But I have long since 


passed that stage, and for the past 
three years I have argued that the 
factory must arrange some plan for 
the dealer to wreck automobiles. I 
figure your paper is the logical 
place to start this agitation. 

My plan would be for the factory 
to arrange its prices so that when 
a dealer purchases a new car he 
would be entitled to a certificate 
which, when properly’ signed, 
would entitle him to turn over to 
the distributor an automobile to 
be wrecked. 

Here is what I have worked out: 


The dealer cannot go on doing 
business and allow the old used 
cars to accumulate. The distribu- 


tor doesn’t want them and the fac- 
tory, which has the say as to the 
sales price, etc., must arrange for 
the final disposal. 

Now, say the Hudson Motor Car 
issued a certificate so that when 
we buy one car we take this cer- 
tificate which entitles us to deliver 
to the distributor one old car for 
wrecking purposes.

Vehicles in in Washington 
Contribute $370,000 
For Last Year 


Seattle, Wash., March 30.— 
Department of Licenses at Olym- 
pia is authority for figures indi- 
cating that commercial trucks 
and buses in Washington, known 
as “certified carriers,” pay very 
generously for the use of the 
highways. 

Including license fees, taxes, 
city, state and excise, gross operat- 
ing fees and gas tax, it is estimated ; 
that trucks pay 8 per cent. of their 
gross income, and buses used as 
passenger lines pay as high as 12 
per cent. 

According to the Department of 
Public Works, the total bus mile- 
age in this state during 1926 was 
15,560,372. Computing gas con- 
sumption, the state gas tax is es- 
timated to amount to $42,000. 
License fees amounted to $65,000; 
1 per cent. of gross revenue fee, 
$35,000; personal property and 
(franchise tax, $61,000; city fees, 
$3,325; taxes on terminals and ga- 
rages, $65,000; liability insurance 
(required by state law), $140,000.

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Making Money on Lighters 
By C. P. SHATTUCK 


Not so long ago the wholesalers of accessories and equipment were 
much concerned over the increasing tendency of the car manufacturer to 
equip his product. A careful investigation of the potential market, in- 
cluding registration, showed that such fears were groundless. And quite 
recently the Automotive Equipment Association completed a survey to de- 
termine the sales possibilities for accessories and equipment, and it revealed 
the fact that there was a market for four standard items of equipment 
ranging from 92 to 99 per cent. of the cars in service. It was also shown 
that from 80 to 85 per cent. of the 1926 cars lacked four standard items and 
68 per cent. another essential item of equipment. 


To those who believe there is no sales possibility for cigar lighters, 
for example, 97 per cent. of the 1926 models are not equipped. The cigar 
lighter is more of an essential today than formerly, for many of the fair sex 
smoke. And a number of car dealers as well as garagemen are cashing in 
on the item. 


One of the most. successful methods of merchandising lighters is that 
practiced by a dealer in a small city who also conducts a garage. He took 
on a well known make of lighter and turned it over to his service manager 
with instructions to get the time it took to install the lighter and the cost 
in labor and overhead. When these figures were known this dealer set a 
flat rate for the lighter installed. If the customer wished to install it the list 
was asked, but few owners are capable of the job. 


Copy was run in the local newspaper featuring the lighter and the 
price installed. Circulars were made up with the aid of the maker of the 
lighter and these were sent out in the mail and the boys used to drop them 
in parked cars. There was an illustration showing a concrete case of a 
person using the lighter and a tie-up with the slogan, “Always a light when 
you want it and one the wind cannot blow out.” 


A prospect list was made up of the cars garaged and customers with 
cars not equipped, and these prospects were followed up by the garageman 
and his employees. To introduce the lighter the garageman announced he 
would install the first ten purchased without charge. 
lighters were moved by this merchandising campaign.
